Once and for all 1*11 settle your hottest 
production car ever made problem, I 
don't know where Mr. Hendricks got his 
information, but I owned a 68 Dodge 
Charger 440 Magnum with power packed 
heads, 3 A cam, Mallory ignition and 
balanced and blueprinted. It would top 
out at 152 mph. [ also have done some 
research as l have a car magazine 
collection that goes back to 1928, and, 
according to road tests from several 
magazines, the 1970 Daytona Charger 
R/T Special Edition was the fastest at 
170 mph. That's about a hundred short 
of 270. I drove one of these little beasts 
once, and it did 143 in third at 6500 
rppm. It was no slouch. The fastest, bar 
none, was the 427 AC Cobra. The slow 
427 would top out at 175 plus. For 
$2000 more ($9500) you could get a Le 
Mans race version that would top 200 
mph. f I have a friend with a 69 Le Mans 
version he paid $8800 for, and it cruises 
at 180, without strain. Fm sure it would 
top the 200 mph mark. These cars are 
kind of my special area because I grew 
up with them, and have driven most of 
the hot ones at one time or another. As 
to the ZL-l, it was never in serious 
contention. It had an advertised 
horsepower rating of 430 at 5200 rpm, 
stock. It also had a $4000 plus option 
price tag.

ZL-l Camaros built. The advertised 
horsepower on all cars was intentionally 
lower than the actual.
